statisticians today indicated th at 
the governm ent will collect about 
$475,000,000 in income taxes on f 
March x6, where $516,000,000 had j 
been anticipated la st October. 
If the March estim ate is sub­ 
stantially correct and if corpor­ 
ation taxes fall off IO per cent as j 
expected by secretary Mellon, the 
total revenue from this source for 
the year will be som ewhat over $2,- 
000,000,000, a drop of m ore than 
$100,000,000 from 1926-1927. 
While paym ent of but one-quart­ 
er of the tax on 1927 incomes is 
due March 15, returns filed that 
date wrill indicate the total annual 
revenue and will put the treasury 
in a position to estim ate revenue 
for 1929 with considerable accur­ 
acy, 
A considerable reduction in the 
March collection would indicate an 
even greater drop in M arch, 1929.

With the right kind 
of one, a great pushing force is created, and he and 
his circle of advisers are able to initiate movements 
that accomplish wonders for the benefit of all of us 
The presidency is a great directing force, which is 
accessible to the needs of all the nation. If any ele­ 
ment of people do not get a fair chance in our eco­ 
nomic system, they are entitled to appeal personally 
to him. It is his duty to hear their complaint, and 
consult with experts who will offer suggestions as to 
what can be done to equalize conditions in that 
direction. 
If we want the right kind of a president for the 
coming four years, we should all be reading news­ 
papers here in Ohio comparing the records of candi- 
I dates and parties and asking what individual man 
land what set of ideas will do the most to solve our 
problems.

“Ways to Save Young Live Stock.” 
The system worked out for sav­ 
ing the lives of young pigs Is sim­ 
ple in practice. 
The farrowing 
pen 
Is thoroughly cleaned 
and 
scrubbed to remove all eggs of the 
roundworm, one of the chief causes 
of den th among young pigs. 
The 
sow is then thoroughly cleaned up. 
a special effort being made to re­ 
move ail ejfgs from the udder. 
Within t( n days after farrowing 
the sow and pigs ure removed to a 
field sown to forage crops and noi 
pastured to swine since sown. The 
pigs are provided w?ith a good sup­ 
ply of waler and shade and kept in 
this field for at least four months, 
after which time they are reason­ 
ably safe from severe or injurious 
worm infestation. 
Experiments with sheep have 
shown tiiat rotation of pastures or 
of different kinds of farm stock 
on the same pasture Is an aid in 
the control of stomach 
worms. 
Lambs are safer on fairly dry hill­ 
sides away from wethers and all 
older sheep except the mothers, 
wherever possible, and the mothers 
should he treated for worms. 
Calves are not only subject to 
parasites but also to tuberculosis, 
bacterial diseases of the digestive 
tract, and other diseases. 
Eradi­ 
cation of diseases among the ma­ 
ture stock and control of parasites, 
however, give an animal more vi­ 
tality and greater resistance to ail­ 
ments thut may arise.

Best Marketing Weight 
of Baby Beef Animals 
The average baby beef calf that 
has been well fed with the expecta­ 
tion of marketing it as baby beef 
should 
weigh from 600 to 750 
pounds at nine months old. 
One 
can hardly expect such a calf at 
that age to sell os well, however, 
as a finished baby beef animal. 
Such calves will hardly be large 
enough and usually not fat enough. 
The best baby beef comes from 
calves marketed at fourteen 
to 
eighteen months old, weighing OOO 
to 1,000 pounds. 
A considerable variety of feeds 
can be used in feeding baby beef 
calves. 
A good grain ration may 
be (imposed of shelled coni, ground 
ear 
corn, 
or 
a 
mixture 
of 
shelled corn or ground corn 70 per 
cent and oats 30 per cent, or bar­ 
ley could be used as the princi­ 
pal grain. 
In any case, about IO 
pet Cent' of a good protein supple­ 
ment feed such as linseed meal, 
rbtTcnsHVd meal or gluten 
feed 
should be added to the grain ra­ 
violi. 
Alfalfa or clover hay Is the 
best kind of hay to use. 
A little 
silage can be fed and the calves 
can be turned out on pasture as 
soon as the grass Is suitable. 


Need of Proper Amount 
of Protein Supplement 
No matter what changes we may 
make In the grain rations to fit the 
feeds available and to produce the 
cheapest gains in hogs, we should 
not lose sight of the need of the 
proper amount of protein supple­ 
ments 
and 
minerals. 
Many 
in 
planning their feeding assume that 
small grains will greatly reduce the 
shortage of minerals and protein 
found in the ration based on corn. 
In fact, many assume that a little 
cats or barley will make unneces­ 
sary the use of tankage, or a home 
or factory mixed protein supple­ 
mented. 
They don’t. 
Both barley 
and oats contain a little more pro­ 
tein than corn, but still lack much 
of providing a balanced ration. 
The same is true of minerals. With 
gjtlns costing more due to higher- 
priced grains we can’t afford to 
pass by protein supplements and 
mineral mixtures.
